The average man, -when 
you 


mention hookworms, laughs, may- 
haps, but, that is a criticism on his 
intelligence. It is no disgrace to 
have hookworms, but it is a mis- 
fortune. 
One cannot help from 


being sick, but there are remedies. 
For thousands of years we have 
had the pale, aoriemic with us, and 
haven't known what to do with 
them. Science has shown us lhat 
certain polluted soil hatches out a 
little worm, that makes its way 
through the skin, either on 
hands or feet, or through the 
mouth from eating fruit that came 
in contact with them. Those lit- 
tle worms go through the blood 
channels, till they are finally 
sieved out through the lungs, af- 
ter passing through the heart, and 
from the lungs they are worked 
off, coughed up, and either spit put 
or swallowed. It is atfer they find 
their way down the throat when 
their real devilment begins. They 
may have caused a case of 
"grounditch" as they entered 
through the skin, but they don't 
get in their work till the fasten 
themselves inside of the intestines, 
where they auek the blood. If we 
are rightly informed, they have 
not developed to their full size till 
they find a lodging place inside. 


They probably live from eight 


to twelve or fifteen years. When 
they are killed by the use of a 
very simple medicine, they are 
found to be about the size of num- 
fcer 30 spool thread, are white, and 
from three-eights to three-quarters 
of an inch in length, and big 
enough to attract attention. 


It is the eggs from them, 


ing off, that pollute the soil, and 
prepares a drove of little ones that 
are ready to go over the journey 
of their parents. The real hatch- 
ing takes place in the soil, and not 
hi the patient. 


By missing a few meals and 


swallowing a few doses of harm- 
less medicine, they are killed, and 
the patient gets a hold on life that 
was originally intended for him, 
in the general plan.
